Profx>sed Amendment No. 4 which will 
apjiear on the November 7 ballot is de­ 
signed to stimulate Industry in parts of the 
state where unemployment is a critical 
problem.

Proponents claim passage of Amendment 
No. 4 is needed now.

New York has been exceptionally 
conservative in its approach to at trading 
new industry. The result has been a sig­ 
nificant, although! not yet fully recognized, 
loss of factories to the South, West and 
even to our neighbors in New England and 
Pennsylvania.

diaries Collingwood who discusses the short­ 
comings of the press for C*BS.T\ finds that news­ 
papers are weak in the realm of prophecy. He 
says: 
“One of the chronic failures of the press is 
its inability to decipher the handwriting on the 
wall. The result is that events, clearly foreshad 
owed, come as a stunning surprise. Footnote: see 
Cuba, Laos, the Congo, Angola. Berlin, et cetera, 
et cetera.” 
The great TV networks maintain news staffs 
throughout the world and therefore should be, at 
least, as prophetic as any other reporters. Never 
have I seen the radio or TV do a better or as good 
a reporting job as the newspapers or news serv­ 
ices. Collingswood is himself a newsman and al­ 
though his work is interesting and even charm­ 
ing, the gift of foresight and prophecy is no more 
his than it is most reporters or, for that Blatter, 
evaluators of the State Department or the CIA. 
Karl von Wiegand of the Hearst Newspapers was 
very much a prophet and got into trouble be­ 
cause he was so much ahead of his time, that no 
one believed him.

Collingwood pays me something of a compli­ 
ment which does not puff me up too much. Not 
only is the prophet not believed but when he 
speaks out, men seek a motive. Referring to the 
Guiana situation, Collingwocd said:

The reason that newspapers buy what we 
write and continue to print it year after year is 
that we provide what others do not have. It is 
as simple as that. Like every other kind of spe­ 
cialist, an anti-Communist specialist must do an 
enormous amount of w'ork in his field. Eugene 
Lyons, for instance, who is such a specialist for 
the Reader’s Digest, labors as diligently in this 
field as any science reporter does in his. Of course, 
Lyons is believed no more than I am. not because 
he cries: "Wolf! Wolf!” too often but because the 
subject is very complex, requires intensive knowl­ 
edge and just judgment and sounds quite screwy 
to those who regard themselves as anti-Commu­ 
nists but do not know what Communism is and 
those who believe that all human beings are much 
like themselves, fairly good-natured, practically 
honest, who know movements by names but little 
of the substance thereof. 
It did not. however, require the gift of proph­ 
ecy to know the Guiana story’. It was clear for 
all to see for several years. All that was re­ 
quired was diligent reading of the material at 
hand As a m atter of fact, this was also true of 
the Cuba story about which there were many 
correct evaluations while there were also many 
incorrect evaluations. The anti-Communist spe­ 
cialists were naturally correct for two reasons: 
first, they know the names of important Com­ 
munists and therefore knew the names of Che 
Guevara and Haul Castro which gave them a 
clue to what was going on; secondly, by diligent 
labor, they have become accustomed to patterns 
md grasp rapidly the nature of a movement by 
the pattern that asserts itself. 
Not to show off but to show what it takes to 
be a specialist, I began to study the Communist 
movement at Columbia University in 1915 or 1916 
under Professor Vladimir Simkhovitcb, a keen 
authority. This was before Lenin seized power in 
Russia. I went to Russia In 1917 and lived through 
the first year of the Communist revolution, ob­ 
serving it daily as a reporter. I then was ex­ 
pelled from Russia and landed in China where for 
more than 13 years I had an opportunity to study 
this movement closely. Since 1931. I have been 
watching this movement in the United States. 
Since about 1913, I have read the literature of 
Marxism and its various manifestations 
It is not surprising that I guessed right about 
Guiana. It would have been astonishing if I did 
not know' what Dr. Cheddi Jagan was up to.

Q—Our baby, which is our first, does not sleep 
for more than a few hours at a time.

Do you 
think theres something wrong with her?

feed her regularly and keep her warm and dry. 
But it doesn t seem to make any difference. 
A—You didn't give the age of your baby. But 
a recent study of the sleep habits of normal full­ 
term infants, during the first days of life, showed 
that the longest penod of sustained sleep was 
about 4‘* hours. 
Tnh'M your infant is more than six months 
old, you may consider the sleep pattern you de­ 
scribe as entirely normal. 
In fact, if she continues this sleep pattern be­ 
yond the age ot sly months and is otherwise well 
and happy, you may dismiss the m atter from your 
mind.
